[| 1. On 1) Octeber 1952, construction work was still going on ia the western portion 
of the Fanzer Kaserne at Kamenz, on garages in the northern portion of the in- 

25X1X% stallation, and on buildings on ‘Nacher Strasse, The Panzer Kaserne quartered an 
astimatad 1,500 VP. Source learned from VP rersonnel that a VP unit was concerned. 
Tn early October, the dispensary which was previously occupied by soldiers wearing 
rec-borderdd black epaulets appeared to be evacuated. On 23 Septerber, 5 soldiers 
tho wore dive epaulets were still seen tn the barracks area. On th Aucust, gate 
No 1 on Macher Strasse which was previously by 2 sentry who wore redebordered black 
epaulets ? was closed. Cates No 2 and 3 were guarded by VP double sentries, while 
gate so 4 was cuarded by a member of the VP, who was. armed with a rifle. The ob- 
servation towers in the barracks arca were occupied by one YP sentry each. 
On 1: October, source observed that the VP persomiel were wearing new uniforms 
with wines on the collar patches. Two Seviet soldiers who were blue epaulets were 
seen ab the installation near the puardhouse . 


2, Cn 14 October, source observed 13 canvas-covered, low-wing monopLanes at dAamenz 
airfield along the Kamenz~Zschornau hirhway. Gix caterpillar tractors were warked 
at the southeastern edge of . the installation. to activities were observed at the 
field. The aircraft were guarded by a VP sentry; angther VP sentry areed with a 
rifle wag seen at the gate south of the spur track o 


bh. On h Cetober, scurce cbserved that 300 to 100 men were employed at the field, 
which was occupied b- aircraft. 25X1B 


5, On 15 Lcteber, source onserved school flying at the fielc from a passing, train. 
Ten sincle-enrine, low-wing monoplaes fitted with radial engines, rigid landing 
“ears and mounted cabins with crews of two in tandem were observed flying .¢
